FaRam be fierce and will not be tamed, carch 

him and bore a hole through his horn neare his 
care. 

If when he covereth the ew the wind blow 
out of the South, then commonly he begetteth a 
ſhe-lamb : but if it blow out of the North, an he- 
lamb. Alſo know that ews by drinking of water 
conceive the ſooner : for which cauſe ſome ſheep. 
berds uſe to give them ſalt ro ear, both chat they 
may drink the more freely, andbe the better in 
bealth. 

Note alſo that when the old rams in their time 
to cover the ews, be ſooner moved thereto then 
the young rams , it doth then ſignifie a good ſea- 
ſon and proſperous yeare for ſheep : Burt if at the 
proper time to cover the ew, the young rams be 
ſooner provoked thereto then the old rams, then 
there is like to follow a great rot and murrain of 
ſheep. The way (fay ſome) to cure them that they 
die nor, is to take the belly of a ram and ſeeth ir 
in wine and water together, which after mix with 
water, and give the ſame generally to all the ſheep 
to drink, and by fo doing they ſhall be _ :

How to graft fruit that ſhall have no core. 


Ake a graft and bow it ſo as both ends may 

meet: cut both theſe ends praff-wiſe, and (0 
faſten them into the ſtock. And if it grow ſo with 
the tree, cut away the preat end, and let the ſmal. 
er end grow: ſo ſhall the fruit be without core. 


How to make a tree bear red apples. 


I: you would that your apples ſh 011d be red,take 
a graff of an apple-tree, and graft it in a ſtock of 
elm or elder,and itſhall bear red apples. Alſo you 
may bore an hole in an apple- tree tothe pith, and 
put into the hole water of what colour yoa will 
then ſtopup the hole with a pin made of the wood 
of the ſame 2ree : So ſhall the apple be of the 
ſame colour with the liquour, which you put and 
No-ped into the hole. 


How to make a ſowre tree bring forth 
ſwect fruit, 


F: you have a fruit-tree that is ſowre, and woull 
chat it ſhould bear ſweet fruit, you muſt dig the 
root round abour and dungit with pigs dung; (0 
ſhall the fruit be ſweet : eſpecially if you take 1 
piercer, and therewith make an hole in the tree to 
the pith, and into the hole put water tempred with 
hony, ſtopping the hole again with a pin of the 
ſame tree,

How to make vines grow on cher» 
ry-trees, 


F you would that a vine ſhould grow on a cher- 
Prie-tree, and have the taſt of cherries, ſer a vine 
by a cherry-tree till it grow: and inthe beginning 
of February make an hole through the cherry-tree 
in what place you think beſt : then draw through 
the hole a branch of the vine, ſo that it fill the hole, 
ſhaving away firſt as much of the old bark of the 
vine as ſhall be in the hole; that is, as much as ex- 
tends to the thickneſs of your cherry-tree. This
